Scientists 
watch the polarity of the sunspots as they appear, and the new one first seen on Aug 1 2 has an 
opposite polarization than those in the current cycle The I I -year cycles tend to overlap until the 
polarity of the spots finally stays put and they increase in number until the cycle peaks. The 
significance of this announcement is that we are now in ground zero, so to speak, of the lowest 
point. Solar activity could possibly begin to pick up sometime between next May and December.

The listening period was plagued with a recurring coronal hole that increased the noise on the 
bands. Labor Dayweekend wasn't hurt, luckily, but the weekend that followed was. Propagation 
should steadily be improving by the time this is received. The 55-day forecast of the Halloween 
weekend shows a possible increase in flux, but there is a good chance that a coronal hole will swing 
around on Nov I . If that is the case, then we will see a repeat of last year's Halloween propagation 
-poor. Unfortunately, the forecast for conditions between Oct I and Oct 5. which will provide a 
better indicator of what will be going on during the holiday, is not very good For the rest of the 
listening period, expect the solar flux to remain very low and noise levels to be consistently high. 
Remember to listen for the numbers on WWV at 1 8 past each hour and use your head. Good 
listening and best of DX from Washington!

happy with. But it would allow some legal, wide-area broadcasting to a large chunk of the 
public. It would allow some current pirates to come in from the cold and operate legally. 
And it might give me a reason to get a HF transmitting antenna up in the air again. 

Forget about petitioning the FCC or writing the ARRL about this. Instead, direct 
Congressional action would be the best way to go. Don't laugh — the establishment of the 
"vanity call" system for hams was a direct result of a ham writing his Congressman. It's 
possible to get such outwardly insignificant items attached to other bills, where it can then be 
enacted without too much ruckus. The ARRL, for example, had opposed an FCC proposal 
for vanity call signs because the ARRL basically wanted to control the program. The vanity 
call program was enacted by Congress before the forces that could oppose it had time to real- 
ize what was happening and oppose it. Once it was enacted by Congress, there was no 
turning back. 

Hey, why not drop your Congressional representatives a letter about this? What have 
you got to lose but a stamp?

You have to read your monthly copy of QST carefully to avoid missing fascinating 
information. Take the May issue and page 40 in particular. The headline of a sidebar was 
"Ham Licenses Still Growing In 1994," and the sidebar carried the happy news that the total 
number of ham licenses jumped from 631,598 in 1993 to 642,567 in 1994. That works out 
to just 914 new hams a month, despite abundant testing opportunities through the volunteer 
examiner system and the code-free Technician license. It gets worse when you look at the 
changes in license classes. The number of Extra class licenses increased by 1264 from 1993 
to 1994, a fact QST proudly noted. But in that same period, the number of Advanced class 
license dropped by 3456, General licenses by 5390, and Novices by 10,377. In fact, virtu- 
ally all new hams in 1994 entered via the code-free Technician route. 1994 marked ten years 
since the FCC increased the term of a ham license to ten years, and the drops no doubt re- 
flected hams who are no longer interested in the hobby (like the loss in Novices) or who died 
years ago but are still on the license rolls (like the General and Advanced losses). There is 
every reason to believe that the 1994 license totals substantially overstate the number of actual 
hams. For example, if you've done any listening to the Novice bands lately you know that 
only a minute percentage of them could be active. And when you look at the median age for 
hams, it's a safe guess that quite of few of them have gone to that QSL bureau in the sky 
even though their licenses are still unexpired. 

In 1994, there were fewer hams licensed to operate below 30 MHz than in 1993. HF 
ham radio operation is, quite literally, dying out. 

The magnitude of this impending disaster is beginning to make an impression on the 
good folks at the ARRL. If you're an ARRL member, you've received mailings from your 
director and section communications manager recently asking for ideas to revitauze ham ra- 
dio, boost ARRL membership, get more Technicians interested in upgrading, etc. 
Unfortunately, the real problem, namely that ham radio as it currently stands isn't that inter- 
esting anymore to most people, isn't being addressed. 

I have a suggestion. The 25.6 to 26.1 MHz international broadcasting band is vacant 
even during years of heavy sunspot activity. Wouldn't it be great if we could allow hams — 
Technician class and above— to broadcast in that band? 

You might think such a change would have to wait until the next world administrative 
radio conference (WARC). Not so! Existing international treaties permit great latitude in al- 
lowing stations to operate contrary to WARC allocations on a secondary basis. This means 
that a nation can allocate frequencies and permit operation contrary to WARC agreements so 
long as those operations do not cause interference to stations in other countries. You might 
be aware that Japan has a large group of no-code hams who operate on the HF ham bands 
with low power (under 20 watts). How is this possible? It's the old secondary allocation 
trick! As long as no other nation's telecommunications authority complains aboufQRM from 
the no-coders, Japan is perfectly within its rights to authorize such stations. 

The United States could do the same thing by allowing hams to operate in the 1 1-meter 
international broadcasting band as long as no complaints are received from Radio France 
Internationale and the couple of other stations actually using that band. Another band that 
might be a possibility is the 120-meter tropical broadcasting band. Unlike 1 1 -meters, there is 



X to be found there. However, much of that band is vacant frequency 
space. Some common sense and courtesy — like not operating on 2490 kHz when reception 
of Radio 8 Setembro might be possible — would make peaceful co-existence possible between 
ham broadcasters and DX stations. 

The type of ham operation permitted on 120- and 1 1 -meters would be one-way transmis- 
sions only. Any mode (RTTY, AM, SSB, even CW) would be permitted, with maybe FM 
restricted to 1 1 -meters because of the increased frequency space there. We could allow mu- 
sic and audio tones in addition to voice. To keep things sporting and prevent interference 
complaints from other nations, we could limit transmissions to 100 watts output. Operators 
would identify using their ham station call signs and all operations would be non-commer- 
cial. 

SWLs and DXers ought to love this. There would be a flood of new stations to chase, all 
operated by people savvy about SWLing and radio. Hams would get some interesting new 
privileges. People interested in broadcasting rather than talking to a bunch of World War II 
vets would have a reason to get a ham license. The Technician class license would require no 
code test and the written test would cover topics most pirate operators already know. 

No, this isn't the solution to the pirate radio "problem" (if you think it is a problem). 
And, no, this isn't the sort of arrangement all pirate operators and many (most?) hams will be

Here's the ever-popular VR feature, The Gripe List: the following stations promised verifications 
but have, so far at least, stiffed reporters. This Is my personal list: Voice of Scotland (Sept 94), 
Radio Gumby (Feb 94). Great Southlands (Dec 93), WJLR (multiple reports), WKIK, WHIP, 
WCYC, WNOT, WLBG, CHGO (Aug 90). Some of these have QSL'd other people, like 
VoScotland and Great Southlands; WJLR had cards provided to him and still hasn't sent 'em 
out; WNOT and WLBG promised QSLs "soon", but didn't follow through; WHIP used to be a 
good verifier but stopped for some reason; WKIK talked about getting cards printed but has 
dropped outa sight; WCYC got busted and probably lost Interest... 

Bubbling under The Gripe List and about to Join It: Voice of the Unknown Monkeyspanker and 
Vox America. Both have been nearly a full year. Monkeyspanker "tost" original reports - perhaps 
a valid excuse. Vox America, on the other hand, charged way too much to be taking so long. 
How long can It take to make up a few 8x1 0 glossys? And for US$3, at that..? 

Remember, to be on Your Gripe List, a station must have stiffed you for at least one full year. 
Your list(s) will be featured as space permits - and it usually does. Send 'em in... 

Must say that my QSL return rate is about normal this year, but the number of reports sent out 
has plummeted. This has a lot to do with a drop-off in activity after the FCC visit to John 
Cruzan's home In mid-January, but it's also caused by some abrupt bad health: Just haven't felt 
like sitting by the radio, listening. I usually average 30 to 40 reports per year, so far this year I've 
only sent 14. 1 will admit that I've pretty much stopped sending reports to everything I hear - 
how many QSLs does a person need from a single station? My "normaT QSL return rate varies 
from about 85% to a nice round 100%. Seems to run about that rate on SWBC reports, too, so 
I really can't complain too much... 

Don't look now, but ft AUTUMNI Time remains to do those last minute repairs and 
Improvements, but you can't procrastinate much longer. Check that co-ax, repair that antenna 
support, get that new dipole up In the trees. The time to do these things is NOW, not In the 
middle of a blizzard when the roof is covered with ice. If you put it off much longer, you'll have 
to wait until next Spring - and maybe miss out on some great DX this winter.. I 

"Incomprehensibly silly", hey? I agree. The incomprehensible thing Is that a Pirate Interest Club 
would waste space on a column by someone who has shown through his writing that he 
doesn't have 'any* knowledge of or background in the Pirate scene. The silly thing Is that the 
author cannot respond to anything in an intelligent manner, Instead settling for snide remarks 
that are deliberately unconstructlve. Several ACE members have commented to me recently 
that they may not renew if this is allowed to continue; perhaps letters to ACE President Kirk 
Baxter are in order? An open discourse is one thing, and I have always welcomed and 
supported It; vague, backstabblng comments, on the other hand, are negative and totally 
unnecessary, serving only to undermine the Club and further divide the hobby...

Musings, Rantlngs, and Reflections #2 
a Mildly Disturbed Pirate DXer looks back

A few of you out there may remember this event. It has stood out In my mind (c 
It) as being one of the most exciting and enjoyable of " 



td ovor hoard (there had onry boon ono othor , 



in 1982). 

My wife at that time had no Interest In the hobby. She Joined my neighbors on our high hill 
overlooking the Muskingum River to set off their own fireworks. I chose to hunker down in our 
basement by my Drake R7 and Yaesu FRG-7 for what had been promised by an unknown 
collective of station operators. I remember that I had missed the '82 event, but read about it In 
the August A*C*E and was disappointed that I missed out on all the fun. It had been a less 
publicized event with mostly Just the operators knowing In advance. Thla time there was more 
publicity In the A*C'E and I was ready. I had both my receivers connected to the (ongwire and 
separate tape recorders, and had everything at hand that would be needed, including a large 
supply of brews. I was very pleased with the results. 

The frequency range used for this event was from 7388 to 7440 kHz. The majority of the 
stations used AM mode and the first station went on the air at 0230 UTC (which Is quite late by 
recent standards). The first station began with a ship's foghorn and seafaring chant, then The 
Doors' "Crystal Ship" song was heard and I knew I had logged The Crystal Ship. There was 
poetry reading and music from The Doors and Blue Oyster Cult. They were on 7425, which 



to-back, each less than 10 minutes. About 0313, Radio Highlander graced my receivers with 
Scottish and Celtic music. No address was given by this station; however, I was later given an 
address by a friend, but K bore no QSL results. 

A little further down the band, on 7410, 1 heard the most unusual catch of the night at 0400. 
There was no ID, but It began with a female singing acapella, the Rule Brtttanla. This was 
followed by strange laughter and a fast paced show of rock music and a male announcer 
talking about the history of European offshore pirates, including Radio Caroline. According to 
the A*C*E and other publications, no-one else must have heard this (or I had had one too many 
brews at this point). It was on for about 1 0 minutes, then quickly vanished Into the ether. 
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with a backdrop of various pop tunes. No QSL address was given, but many years later the 
Washington, DC, drop began to handle Jo Jo's mall, and my tang awaited QSL arrived eoon 
after sending my report (only 6 years after hearing them). 

The Crystal Ship then returned with a longer, apparently live, show at about 0445, and things 
began to really get wild. They were Jammed, either Intentionally or by another station not 
realizing what they were doing. From this point stations were on at the same time on various 
frequencies, and having two receivers came In very handy. I would tape both, but relied on the 
tape for one while I took down notes on the other at the same time. I must have made a frantic 
sight, hopping from one headset to the other, starting and stopping tapes, charging tapes In 
mid-broadcast, and trying to write legibly enough to read later.

By that time, they were gone and no longer carried by a mall 
drop. 

The evening's (morning's???) activities ended at my listening post with KTGR's Innkeeper 
signing off around 0800. My wife had gone to bed several hours before this. I had missed the 
fireworks and lota of dull conversation about Jobs and kids. I attempted to record as much of 
the activity as I could. My recordings of Radio Highlander, the strange unID Europlrate tribute. 
riWR.Tnd Nylon Rao* are th. only momenta. I have from their breeder. WOIS, The 
Crystal Ship, Radio Angeline and KTGR now enjoy special places in my QSL collection. 

There have been other pirate tests which provided me with many more stations and QSL's, but 
(his event still brings back the fondest memories. After all, these were the pioneers of the pirate

MEXICAN CLANDESTINES USING FM 

According to the September 6 issue of Radio World, six clandestine stations are currently Operating in 
Mexico on the FM band. The "Asamblea de Barrios," an association of squatters in Mexico, operates 
the six stations in an AB network in association with Sistema Televerdad. This network is named after 
the station in Mexico City. 

ACE member Harold Kuhl e-mailed this interesting story from Germany, which we all 
appreciate. In June the six stations were Radio Rebelde and Radio Liberacion in Chiapas, Radio 
Ciudadanos al Aire at Cuernavaca in Morelos, Radio Interferencia in San Juan Izhuatepec, 
Radio Pirate in Plaza de Coyoaceln (a tourist spot south of Mexico City), and an unidentified 
station located in Ensenada, Baja California. 

Radio World says that the stations operate with a schedule on Saturdays and Sundays using 
90.1 MHz FM, except for the Radio Interferencia transmitter that uses 89.3 MHz. The AB 
network contends that they use 90.1 in areas where this frequency is unoccupied, with a 
philosophy of keeping all of the "pirates" on an identical frequency throughout the various 

cities. 

Harald points out that the article does not mention shortwave at all. He says that, "These 
stations want to present a different view of things on political issues in Mexico. I hope that this 
info is of some help." Well, Harald, it is of course very interesting news. Harald says that he is 
"preparing for another trip to Ecuador," so we all hope that he has a good time there. 

As was the case last month, we have no additional information on La Voz de Chiapas Libre, La 
Voz de Guatemalan Mayan, or Radio Rebelde. All seems quiet on the Mexican shortwave 
clandestine front. I wonder if our members who live in extreme southwestern parts of the USA, 
such as Harry Helms in San Diego, have any possibility of shooting for the unidentified station 
in Ensenada? This could possibly be within the local fringe reception area in metro San Diego 
on the FM broadcasting band? 

WILLIAMS SEEKS WRMI HELP 

We have several good loggings this month from Barry Williams in Alabama. Wen start with one that 
has puzzled him. On September 13 at 2200 UTC on 9955 kHz, Barry heard an unidentified station in 
an unknown language, probably Middle Eastern. He says that a warble jammer was wandering 
up and down this part of 3 1 meters at the time, so the possibility that this show had clandestine 
content cannot be dismissed, lie heard a female announcer mentioning Iraq several times, as 
well as references to Washington, Democrats, Republicans, and Yankees. There was music at 
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2230 UTC along with • pouible ID, but Barry could not fixh it out or understand it The signal, 
despite the jamming, was a respectable SIO=444. 

Barry wonders what this might have been. The brand new 1996 edition of Passport to World 
Band Radio listlogs the station on this frequency and time as WRMI in Miami, of course. I had 
a copy of the WRMI schedule from Jeff White, which unfortunately has disappeared as I write 
this. Is it possible that the show was in Spanish. Barry? 

MORE GOOD WILLIAMS STUFF 

Barry Williams reports some other logs thatwffl beof toterest First, on Septemb^ ^ 
Voice of the Black Cockerel from Angola on 9705 kHz at 0433 UTC. Although the signal was coining 
in horribly with a SIO of 1 1 1 , Barry was able to get copy out of it by using hUnewNIR-12 DSP audio 
processor from JPS. With the N1R-12 in the circuit, Barry says that he had "many IDs clearly 
understood." He could not make out much of the program content, which he says was "either news or 
propaganda." While I was in a listjoggtng mood, I again consulted my new 1996 edition of Passport 
No clandestine are listed here at this lime, although Radio Ethiopia transmitters are shown to be 
active. 

Barry also says that he was checking out Radio Marti's frequency of 15330 kHz on September 
13 at 2235 UTC, which is where a logging for Radio Hargeisa was noted in Jihad DX on Jury 
27. (Barry did not list the original Jihad contributor). On this time and date, Radio Marti was 
blasting in with typical programming. 

In a non-clandestine logging that is nevertheless interesting given the current political situation, 
Barry reports that he tentatively heard Radio Bosnia Herzegovinia on 7105 kHz at 2240 kHz on 
September 13. Despite heavy QRM, Barry noted male and female announcers with classical 
music. Once again, Barry says that his new NIR-12 was invaluable in fishing out this station 
from the slop. I have been noticing good signals from the German regional] Bayerischer 
Rundfunk (6085 kHz) and Sudwestfunk (7265) at this time of day. Given the season, this is a 
good time to be looking for European signals. Perhaps the Europirates could keep this

Unfortunately, in a move that is unlikely to gain Jihad any new friends in pirate DXing circles, 
Hans made the following announcement in issue #49: "NOTICE. Due to problems with the total 
length of this bulletin, I have not been able to give a* much attention to the Pirate logs as they 
deserve. Effective immediately. 

I will no longer run USA Pirate logs. I hope that someone will start a "Pirate Jihad" where these 
logs can be given the attention that they deserve." This new pirate censorship policy will 
certainly not apply to clandestine news, which is one of the strong suits in Jihad 
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Apparently, the length of a file to distribute Jihad has typically gotten long enough that Hans is 
having internet transmission problems. One solution, of course, would be to break the 
newsletter into two parte, both of which would be sent to recipients on the internet. Hans has 
unfortunately chosen another route, so that ho will officially be omitting pirate logs. This, of 
course, cute down on the formor value of his publication. We still have many remaining sources 
for pirate data, including The ACE, PlPa, Monitoring Times, PopComm, NASWA's The 
Journal, ODXA's DX Ontario, Fine Tuning, and most quality DX bulletins, not including Jihad 
DX.

NEW CLANDESTINE LIST IN PASSPORT 

By now I assume that you have rushed over to your local shortwave retailer to purchase the 1996 
edition of Larry Magnet Passport to World Band Radio. It points out on its own cover that it is the 
"World's #1 Selling Shortwave Guide!" There is a reason for this. It is an excellent book that is 
extremely useful. No DXer should be without it, of course. 

You probably have noticed by now that this year's book has significantly beefed up its QSL 
address section. As part of this, a clandestine section (actually labeled "disestablishmentarian") 
is found on pages 299-305. Scores of clandestine stations/programs are profiled, with contact 
addresses and phone numbers included. This is a quite valuable and interesting list. It is in stark 
contrast to the clandestine section in the World Radio and Television Handbook, which does 
not exist. The WRTH still foolishly and stupidly censors clandestine information out of its 
pages. 

Veteran ACE members will remember the discussion that we had on the definition of "what is a 
clandestine" station at the time when the ACE clandestine award was created. Passport puts an 
interesting spin on this question. Although it implies some difference between "pure" 
clandestine] that operate their own transmitter and quasi -clandestines that purchase time on 
other transmitters. Passport basically treats them as a single phenomenon under 
"disestablishmentarian." The book says, "In the United States and Costa Rica, 
disestablishmentarian programs are aired within the provisions of national law, and thus usually 
welcome correspondence and requests for free or paid materials." The book then points out that 
WWCR, WRNO, WHRI, and KVOH carry the bulk (or all) of these relays. Passport says that 
WINB and WRMI "no longer carry such programs, at least in English." Of course, WRMI 
carries a healthy dose of anti-Castro clandestine programs, albeit in Spanish. 

Passport points out that "Outside the United States and Costa Rica, disestablishmentarian 
broadcasting activities, some of which are actually clandestine, are unusually subject to abrupt 
change or termination." Obviously, Larry Magne has solved the problem of "clandestine" 
definitions by redefining the concept broadly, and under "disestablishmentarian." This is an 
interesting concept that has a lot of merit. By the way, I have discovered that this term is absent 
from my spellchecking software, so I won't mention it any more in this month's column. 

MASYGA FINDS AMERICAN DISSIDENT VOICES 

ACE member Alan Masyga of Minnesota writes in to report that an airing of the neo-fascist American 
Dissident Voices is now noted on UTC Mondays at 0030 UTC over WRNO. At this hour they use 
7355 kHz. The Passport entry for this station is very mtercsting. The last sentence reads, "Via WRNO, 
and before that believed to be behind the 

U.S. clandestine station "Voice of To-morrow," which became inactive not long before 
"American Dissident Voices" came on the air. Larry Magne's description is valid here. 
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Alan also notes, "It has become impossible to keep track of the right wing shows on WWCR 
during the week; the station changes programs about every two weeks." 



NEO-NAZI STATION PLANNED IN DENMARK 

Longtime DXer Dave Alport of ABC News in New York sends in a very interesting hem from the 
Reuters news wire about a new radio station that is planned by neo-nazi groups in Denmark. Jonni 
Hansen, chairman of the Danish National Socialist Movement, said on July 28 that Radio Oasen 
(Radio Oasis in English) would begin broadcasts in October. A three hour schedule on Wednesdays 
and Saturdays is anticipated. The programming format will consist of "Nazi rock music and debates." 

According to Hansen, no problem was anticipated in getting the necessary permit from the 
"local radio committee" to put the station on the air. Reuters said that liberal radio regulations, 
coupled with laws that ban "incitement to racial hatred" but not "spreading racist propaganda," 
would enable the station to operate. No frequency was mentioned for these broadcasts. 

Reuters said that in a related matter, USA neo-nazi leader Gary Lauck has been in prison since 
March. Lauch is the head of the National Socialist German Workers' Party- Foreign 
Organization. This name mimics the official title of Adolph Hitler's political organization. The 
NSGWP-FO prints magazines, stickers, posters, and armbands for distribution in various 
countries. Lauck was arrested during a visit to the DNSB headquarters. He is suspected of 
smuggling hate literature into Germany over a period of a couple of decades. This is illegal in 
Germany. The Danish Supreme Court has to decide whether to grant an extradition request 
from Germany in the Lauck case. 

BURUNDI STATION ALSO ON FM 

According to the BBC MS via Monitoring Times, Burundi Prime Minister Antoine Nduwayo has 
charged that Zaire is supporting Burundi opposition leader Leonard Nyangoma, in part by allowing an 
FM anti-Burundi government clandestine to operate from a transmitter in Zaire. Nduwayo charged that 
the station, known as Radio Democracy, "calls for genocide in Burundi." Burundi has responded by 
tightening controls on its border with Zaire. Vizi Topi, Zairean ambassador to Burundi, denied that the 
clandestine transmitter was located in Zaire. Topi said that Zaire was prepared to cooperate with 
Burundi officials in a bust of the station. According to BBC MS, the station broadcasts in French with 
an ID of "You are listening to Radio Democracy, the voice of the people, broadcasting from Mubimbi." 

Unfortunately, it seems that a rising proportion of clandestine stations are operating on local 
MW or FM bands, and are therefore not DX targets for us in North America. This is of course a 




BBCMS has tried to clear up some confusion on frequencies for the Voice of Iranian Kordestan and the 
Voice of Iraqi Kurdestan. The Iranian station currently uses 4180 kHz with Kurdish music at 1250 
UTC, a Kurdish program for an hour at 1300 UTC, and a 25 minute Persian broadcast at 1400 UTC.

Sine© I began this column a few months ago I received many requests to write about my 
visit from the FCC last winter I hadn't written about it before because I really thought 
everyone knew what had happened, and it really wasn't a very interesting story since 
there were no bloody gloves and nobody named Cato. However since many of you have 
requested it, I'll tell you what I remember. 

It was Wednesday, January 17th, about 11:30 in the morning. I was not usually home at 
this time but I was recovering from the flu and had decided to spend the day strung out 
on cold medications. I had just taken a hefty dose of the Nyquil and was beginning to get 
drowsy, when I heard car doors slamming outside my house, however I was too sleepy to 
look outside. It seemed like several minutes passed and I then heard my doorbell. It rang 
twice rapidly. I pulled myself out of my chair and staggered to the door, when I looked out 
the window, I could see two cars in the driveway, both were blue Chevy Caprices with no 
antennas. On the porch were two men wearing ties, and a third older heavy set man 
wearing a jacket and the type of hat that the dad in My Three Sons wears. 

I opened the door and immediately one of the younger men wearing a tie started to ask 
me my name and flashed some sort of an ID at me. While he was doing this the older 
guy with the hat held a US Marshals badge in my face and interrupted the younger one. 
He proceeded to tell me he had a search warrant for my property, I stopped him and 
asked to see the warrant. He produced an official looking search warrant that said they 
were there to search for radio equipment capable of operating in the HF bands. Past 
experiences left me with the knowledge that this was a valid warrant, and I knew I had to 
let them in. I opened the door wider and the Marshall asked if I was going to cooperate 
and show them where the stuff was. I said something to the effect of yes. 

I led them to my basement where I had several pieces of radio and electronic equipment 
in a small room. The Marshall then advised me that the warrant allowed them to 
confiscate any HF equipment found, I again asked to see the warrant, he showed it to me 
again, it did in fact say that. The two FCC agents began to inspect the equipment, One of 
the agents who was very tall seemed to be in charge of the other one who was short. The 
taller guy was telling the other one to disconnect certain equipment, I offered to 
disconnect it for them since they seemed to be unconcerned that they may damage the 
surrounding equipment They agreed. As they carefully inspected every scanner, SW 
radio, AM/FM radio, tape deck, and Cd player ,to see rf they operated on the HF bands, 
Ihe taller FCC agent told me that he had DFed a signal coming from my house 17 days 



The shorter FCC agent then produced a camera and started taking snap shots of my 
collection of tapes on the wall and of my QSL collections that were on display, he also 
took photos of my tape decks, mixing console, etc. In my condition of being ill and with 
the time that has passed, I now have trouble remembering everything that was said or 
done, the whole event seems fuzzy now. I do remember the conversation being turned 
to accusations of me operating a pirate radio station, they said things like 'We know who 
you are!" 

They asked me if my computer had a modem in it I said it did. They then said they had 
monitored my computer postings on the ANARC BBS, and they said they knew I was 
heavily involved In pirate radio I agreed with him. After asking a few questions they 
seemed unhappy with my answers. They threatened to go to my place of employment 
and try to get me In trouble if I didn't answer their questions, (this was to scare me into 
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giving them the information they wanted) They asked for the address of my job and the 
name of my supervisor, I gave it to them. They then started repeating the questions, I 
didn't answer them, or at least I didnl give them the answers they were looking for. I 
denied allegations that I was a pirate station operator. The taller FCC agent then raised 
hie voice and shouted about all of the pirate memorabilia on my walla and said that 
certain items were evidence that I wee the person they had been trying to catch. I said "I 
have ■ lot of stuff from a lot of stations laying around here I I like to listen to pirates, ant 
time I checked that lent illegal I" he said they have records of pirate signals coming from 
my area for the past two years. 

They began asking questions about guests that were in my house the night they allegedly 
Dfed me. They then said they could prove that another person they suspected as being a 
pirate operator waa in the house that night 

They continued with questions like * have you ever transmitted from anywhere other than 
herer a question with no good answer, to say either yes or no would appear to be an 
admission of guilt they asked a lot of questions that were phrased to trick me into 
admitting guitt, Stuff you see on late night cop shows. 

After I had responded to most of their questions the FCC agent handed me a card that 
was laminated and had some printing on it He told me to read it "Out loudr I asked. 
"No. just read it" he said. I was feeling sleepy and i and didn't feel like reading ao I 
starred at the card and handed it back to him without reading it "Do you have any 
questjonsr he asked, "nope" I replied. A lawyer later aaid the card waa probably 
something telling me that it was illegal to lie to a federal employee. 

After sj of the equipment was collected, serial numbers recorded and photos taken, the 
marshal asked me for identification, I showed him my drivers license, he then gave me 
copies of all the paperwork, and a list of what they were confiscating. I asked them how I 
could claim my equipment they said to contact the US attorneys office listed on the 
warrant They then proceeded to leave. One of the agents aaid "Thanks for cooperating, 
weB, at least for letting us in.' I watched them sa they took the equipment to their car and 
loaded it Into the trunk, all three men were talking and laughing to each other, they then 
drove away. 

I wil present a few facts that will help put to rest some of the rumors I've heard. I was not 
charged with any crime, I waa not charged with operating an illegal radio station. The 
Warrant was for "One lot of radio equipment" So in essence, my radio equipment waa 
charged with emitting illegal RF energy. No letters, tapes, records, papers, recording 
equipment QSLs, books or anything else other than radio equipment waa taken. 
Affidavits stated no relationship of this visrt to any pirate radio event or organizations, it 
was not the result of "Pirate radio insanity". It waa the result of what they eakf waa a two 
year investigation. A posting from the Internet was faxed to the FCC by an unnamed 
source, as an attempt to tip off agents to upcoming pirate radio activity. The pirate station 
listed on that Internet post waa not identified as corning from my location. The Affidavit 
listed only "Music" as what was heard, no station ID waa listed. 

Now for the important part What I learned from this whole experience. This is not 
intended to advise you in any situation, the following is merely my personal observations 
of what happened to me. 

1 . When they produce a search warrant don't try to resist them, it will only cause you 
more problems. 

2. Just because they produce a search warrant it doesn't mean you have to talk to them, 
you only have to let them search for whatever the warrant specifies. If you are uneasy 
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about the questions they ask, or the wey they eek them, don't lie to them, Just don't talk, 
you have a right to silence, their type of questioning was aimed at tricking me into saying 
things that they wanted me to say, even If you ere Innocent their questions can trick you 
into sounding guilty. 

3. Don't be scared into doing something you don't have to do, they try to be intimidating 
by threatening to go to your employer, or telling you that you are lucky they haven't 
charged you with anything yet or implying that they will go easy on you if you talk. 

4. Soon after they leave, write down everything you can think of, what waa said, who aaid 
it, what waa done and who did it In fact if you have the foresight to video tape it while it is 
happening or to tape record the whole thing, you wiN find it very valuable to you later 
when you try to sort out ail the facte. I have heard ao many rumors about my visrt, I 
sometimes have trouble remembering what really happened and what didn't I 

5. Everyone will have advice for you, they will know exactly what you should have aaid, 
should do about rt, and they will think what ever you did waa wrong. Think for yourself, 
use common sense and get advise from a competent source, such as your lawyer. Your 
buddy the DXer who "knows all there m to know about radios" is not a competent source 
for the kind of advice you need. Let those guys follow their own advice if they are ever in 
that situation but for yourself you need to remember that opinions are free, and you 
usually get what you pay for. 

6. Most important of all you will live through it And if your lucky to have the kind of 

friends that I do, you will get through it quite easily. In fact the whole situation reminded 
me of the value of the friendships I have formed in this hobby, my telephone rang off the 
hook with friends offering their support before my DXing table got cold, I had a radio 
loaned to me so that my hobby of DXing could continue. I even had people offering to 
donate money to rebuild my shack. I hope all of those people know how much I 
appreciated their support 

7. I would like to say that when I take into account all of the friends I have made in this 
hobby, all of the fun times I have had, and all of the great stories I can tell the grandkida 
someday, IT WAS WORTH ITI That* a right even though I lost $2000 worth of equipment 
when you consider everything, ft waa a very inexpensive lesson. However I would not

The final outcome of all this is pretty simple, the cost of fighting this in court waa too high, 
The cheapest lawyer wanted $3500, I didn't need another ulcer and my wife waa not 
particularly happy with me. Instead I decided to invest the money into a new receiver, and 
put it ail behind me. I recently received e letter from the US District Attorneys office that 
included court transcripts basically finding me in default for not appearing in court and 
granting a forfeiture of my equipment to the FCC. 

And to all of those who feel that I didn't fight hard enough or that I should have taken it to 
the highest court in the land.You are entitled to your opinion I don't owe anyone an 
explanation of the way I handle my life, I can make my own decisions quite well and I am 
prepared and able to accept responsibility for whatever I get myself into. That is the 
reward I get for being a consenting adult 

And lastly, rf you are ever unfortunate enough to be in a similar situation, feel free to give 
me a call, sometimes it helps to know you Brent alone.

NOTORIOUS! Yeah, that" s me, I guess! Rob Keeney sent me a copy of an E-mail QSO 
between a couple of Net surfers regarding one of my broadcasts during a Mobile 
Hamfest & Computer Show ahile back - and I quote: 

"When I went to the Mobile, AL hamfest a few years ago, there was a guy there running 
one og those stations and trying to get others to do the same. He was airing tapes of 
pirate radio stations, many having a radical slant" (Imagine that! Bud) "This transmitter, 
even though the antenna wasn't more than sevn feet off the floor, and was inside a 
building, reached out almost a mile from the site, as I heard it on my car radio [1988 Ford 
stereo / cassette, digital tuning]." 

The other person mentioned that receivers make the difference; a standard home rack- 
mount system couldn't hear a transmitter two block away, but car receivers will hear 
them about a mile away. Please note that I use a simple unity-gain dipole made of 3/8" 
aluminum tubing - no amplifiers or gain-type antennas! The lead between the transmitter 
and dipole is a three foot high-quality RG-59 coax jumper with gold-plated F -connectors 
of the Ramsey FM-10 and antenna - nothing fancy or high tech...! 

ROAD TRIP! I just rolled in about an hour ago from Peavy Electronics' "Worship 
Leaders Workshop" in Meridian, MS (Sept 14 - 15) and it was a BLAST! It was basically 
set up in two parte: one for keyboard MIDI instruction and one for sound techs (I was in 
the latter class).

In spite of numerous comments in the alt.radio.pirate newsgroup complaining about the low quality of 
kits ordered from Radio Free Berkeley the following report was forwarded from a satisfied customer. 

RFB sent a postcard within two weeks to verify the order. The complete order was received about 
four weeks later. A review of the documentation discloses that these kits are definitely not for the casual 
builder. I suspect that most of the reported problems come from an inability of the builder to handle kits 
which may not be as goof proof as the llcalhkit products of old or even the Ramsey kits of the present. 
The successful builder must be able to distinguish between a resistor and a capacitor without the aid of 
full color photographs. Simple common sense seems to be the most useful tool when assembling these 
kits. If the instructions call lor inserting one of the six supplied onpucilors at a s|>ccificd 1. Million mid 
indicates they are green and labeled (Mil, the buildor must Ixj able to figure out on his/hci own thai a 
switch in suppliers hus provided red capacitor* labeled 201 Not really thai dlfflcull when the red 201 
capacitors are the only group of six citpnuton pmvidrd in the kit I he nlhoi lug complaint which has 
surfaced in alt.radio.pirate is that kits do not contain all of the h|h< ilic.l |>ml» I 'ml u! tins problem 
stems from FRB's use of envelopes to hold the pails I hoy mo mil hilly scaled mid some of the parts do 
fall to the bottom of the box amidst llic shipping pMflutl A OtflAll •XirnllUtlon 01 the contents of the 
box revealed a number of small parts inleimixod with the shipping mttfrllll I Kit would do well to 
consider using envelopes or more typical plastic Ixags which completely seal hclorc submitting the kits to 
the USPS. The reporter says he is quite happy with the Irn s i Iter I Itc a d amplifiers which through 
careful building are performing without problems. 

As long as I am debunking iiilse rumors a nolc from KDED states that although Captain Trips was a 
nickname used by Jerry Garcia at one point in lime, the operator of KDED has never had anyone on his 
station using that moniker.
